Statutorily Required Minimum Fines

• Tables already created in CORIS to identify statutes
• Used for displaying warnings and for reporting
• Analysis and population of table needs completed

• Plan to Implement Warnings in CORIS & Workspace
• Boards of District and Justice Court Judges gave input
• Desired changes:

• Case History – Charges section
• Offense Lookup 
• Printed Calendar
• Workspace: Case Information Page, Charges section



Statutorily Required Minimum Fines
• Report on Cases sentenced with fine below the mandatory

• Report per district, quarterly
• Deliver to PJ, District and Justice Court Administrators
• Reports per court or judge available upon request



Statutorily Required Minimum Fines
• Sentencing practices affect the results:

• No Proof of Insurance example (41-12A-302)
• Mandatory Minimum  $400,  $300 suspendable
• Spanish Fork 205300943:

• Charge # 1 Fine: $400.00 
• Suspended: $300.00 
• Due: $100.00 

• Spanish Fork 205300596 (will be reported)
• Charge # 1 Fine: $100.00
• Suspended: $0.00
• Due: $100.00

• Ogden Justice Court 215800887 (will not be reported)
• Charge #1: 41-12A-302
• 3 Charges, sentenced $740 ‘Applies to All’
• Unclear if judge took the full $400 into account for charge 1



Monitoring Suspension of Fines
• Quarterly Report of Fines Sentenced and Suspended
• By District, with Statewide Total
• Delivery to PJ and District and Justice Court Administrators
• Report by Court Location or Judge Upon Request
• Exclude Traffic Citations, Include Traffic Court



Monitoring Suspension of Fines
• Justice Court Sample Report
• Justice Court Administrator May Desire Report By County 

or by Court



Tracking Aggregate Sentencing Data
• Statewide counts, reported quarterly to Court Administrators
• Totals could be posted on website
• Total Cases Sentenced

• Total with Prison 
• Total with Probation
• Total with Jail
• Total with Fine, Fee or Trust

• Overlap among categories

Tracking Aggregate Sentencing Data

• Problems reporting more than just case counts
• Prison Sentences

• Sentenced by ranges:
• Freeform text entry
• 0-5, 1 to 20,  10-Life, etc.

• Jail Sentences
• Units can be in Days, Months, or Years
• 120 D,  0 – 6 M,  0 to 364 D,   0-5 Y

• Probation Sentences
• 36 M,  3 Y,  180 D

• Total Fines Sentenced could be reported



Track Utilization of Payment Plans

• Report by District, Quarterly
• Report to PJs, District & Justice Court Administrators
• Counts of Cases Sentenced with Fine
• Counts of Cases with Payment Schedule
• Exclude Traffic and Parking Case Types
• Compute Percentage Sentenced with Payment Plan
